Parliament receives details on 
labor law changes 


ORANJESTAD - On 
Thursday, the Minister of 
Labor went to Parliament ac¬ 
companied by several jurists 
to present an explanation of 
the three with the most 
changes, as well as the two 
completely new laws with re¬ 
spect to our labor laws. 

The Minister explained 
that the process of change in 
our labor laws began back in 
2004. However, after a care¬ 
ful inventory of the proposed 
changes back then, it was re¬ 
vealed that the changes were 
far from what was expected 




by employers and employees. 
This then led to a new tripar¬ 
tite and the addition of a 
number of additional laws, 
such as the “on call” phe¬ 
nomena. Another addition 
was the needed protection for 
employees in the event a 
company goes bankrupt or is 
taken over by new owners, or 
puts employees “at the dispo¬ 
sition” of another. 

With respect to temporary 
Job Centers (Uitzendbu- 
reaus), there are scores of 
people working for 6,7 or 
even 8 years, including in the 
public sector, for these job 
centers without a fixed indef¬ 
inite contract simply because 
they are employed by these 
temporary Job Centers. 

Reportedly, in the past 
there were companies like 


these who went bankrupt and 
never paid wages taxes and 
all their employees were 
laden with 5 to 6 years of 
wage taxes to pay. The new 
laws will cover this phenom¬ 
enon and also regulate the 6 at 
the disposition” arrangement. 

The Minister indicated 
that after almost 2 years of 
much study and deliberations 
in tripartite discussions with 
representatives of employers 
and with employees, they 
achieved a 95% consensus on 
all the changes and new law 
proposals. The intention now 
is to get the approval of Par¬ 
liament so the laws can be 
implemented as of January 
1st, 2013. 

According to Oduber, 
these changes are part of a 
first phase of revisions, be¬ 


cause the laws which cover 
our labor force is very en¬ 
compassing and extensive 
with a host of antiquated 
laws. 

Our laws, he explained 
must be adapted to our cur¬ 
rent circumstances. 

The laws to be introduced 
in this first phase are flexible 
and efficient with a focus on 
better production on the job. 
The protection of employees’ 
rights is guaranteed. And, 
employees have the assur¬ 
ance that at the end of the 
month they can count on re¬ 
ceiving their fare wage. 

In the coming days the go¬ 
vernment will be publishing 
detailed information about 
the different changes in the 
laws and the new labor laws. 
We are reminded that all in 
all these changes are for the 
explicit benefit of both em¬ 
ployer and employee.

AMSTERDAM - At least 23 
Dutch nationals of Antillean 
origin and dozens of people in 
Britain have been arrested on 
the weekend in an ongoing 
joint operation to break up a 
sham marriage ring, the Dutch 
public prosecution service said. 

Sixteen women and seven 
men were arrested across the 
Netherlands on suspicion of 
undergoing sham marriages in 
England. The arrests are the re¬ 
sult of a two-year investigation 
involving Dutch and British 
officials as well as Europol. 

The probe focused on wed¬ 
dings involving illegal Nige¬ 


rian men and women with 
Dutch nationality. The women, 
from the former Dutch Carib¬ 
bean colonies, were recruited 
in the Netherlands and flown 
to Britain to get married. 

Once married, the Nigerian 
grooms had legal residency and 
access to social security provi¬ 
sions. The women were paid 
between €2,500 and €3,500 for 
their role. The men could then 
also bring in their family under 
family reunion rules. 

Officials became suspicious 
after noting a number of wed¬ 
dings between Dutch Antil- 
leans and Nigerian men.

Obama hails end of 'decade 
of war' on Veterans Day 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
marked Veterans Day yester¬ 
day by celebrating the fact that 
America's painful decade of 
war in Iraq and Afghanistan is 
coming to a close. 

Under glorious autumn sun¬ 
shine, Obama placed a wreath 
at Arlington National Ceme¬ 
tery in memory of all Ameri¬ 
cans who died while serving in 
the military, and thanked their 
grieving families. 

Obama praised the post- 
September 11 generation of 
soldiers who came forward 
after the suicide airliner attacks 
on the Twin Towers and the 
Pentagon in 2001, saying they 
had "stepped into history" by 
ousting Iraq's Saddam Hus¬ 
sein, taking on the Taliban in 
Afghanistan and killing Osama 


Obama wins 
Florida 


MIAMI (AFP) - President Ba¬ 
rack Obama has won Florida's 
29 electoral votes, further fat¬ 
tening his substantial margin 
of victory over Mitt Romney 
in what had been predicted to 
be a close White House race. 

The Sunshine State was the 
last to report its tally from the 
November 6 election, in which 
Obama won a second term, de¬ 
feating his Republican rival 
Romney. 

With Florida's electoral col¬ 
lege votes now in the Demo¬ 
cratic incumbent's column, the 
final total was 332 for Obama, 
against 206 for Romney. 

Obama earned 50 percent 
of the vote to Romney's 49.1 
percent — about 74,000 more 
votes among more than eight 
million ballots cast, according 
to county tallies provided to 
the state before a noon (1700 
GMT) Saturday deadline.

"Tour after tour, year after 
year, you and your families 
have done all that this country 
has asked — you've done that 
and more," he said. 

Obama noted his with¬ 
drawal of combat troops from 
Iraq and the gradual drawdown 
under way from Afghanistan. 

"This is the first Veterans 
Day in a decade in which there 
are no American troops fight¬ 
ing and dying in Iraq," he said 
to applause. 

And 33,000 US troops have 
now returned from Afghanis¬ 
tan. The drawdown is expected 
to be completed in 2014. 

"After a decade of war, our 
heroes are coming home. And 
over the next few years, more 
than a million service mem¬ 
bers will transition back to 
civilian life," Obama said. 

"They'll take off their uni¬ 
forms and take on a new and 
lasting role. They will be ve¬ 
terans." 

Guatemala 
quake toll 
lowered to 42 

GUATEMALA CITY (AFP) - 
Guatemala's President Otto 
Perez has lowered to 42 the 
number of victims killed in a 
powerful earthquake that top¬ 
pled homes and cut power this 
week in several towns in the 
country's southwest. 

The toll is ten fewer than 
the number officials had origi¬ 
nally believed perished in the 
disaster, which struck on 
Wednesday. 

Some 16,000 people were 
affected by the 7.4 magnitude 
quake off Guatemala's Pacific 
coast, which was this country's 
most violent seismic event 
since 1976 when almost 
23,000 people perished. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
plot surrounding the resigna¬ 
tion of CIA chief David Pe- 
traeus over an extramarital 
affair thickened yesterday 
amid reports that his alleged 
lover had sent emails to a se¬ 
cond woman she viewed as a 
threat to her love interest. 

The affair came to light as 
the FBI was investigating 
whether a computer used by 
Petraeus — a married father of 
two — had been compromised, 
the New York Times and other 
US media reported, citing go¬ 
vernment officials. 

NBC News and other 
media reported the Federal Bu¬ 
reau of Investigation was fo¬ 
cusing on Paula Broadwell, 
co-author of a favorable biog¬ 
raphy of Petraeus, for possible 
improper access to classified 
information. 

Unnamed officials told the 
Times that Petraeus's lover was 
Broadwell, a former Army 
major who spent long periods 
interviewing Petraeus for her 
book. 

Broadwell, who is married 
herself and has two small chil¬ 
dren, offered no public com¬ 
ment on the revelations.

SHWEBO, Myanmar (AFP) - 
A powerful earthquake which 
hit Myanmar yesterday killed 
at least 13 people, injured 
dozens and sparked panic in 
the major central city of Man¬ 
dalay, residents and aid work¬ 
ers said. 

The shallow 6.8-magnitude 
quake struck in a rural area 116 
kilometers (72 miles) north of 
Mandalay followed by a series 
of aftershocks, the US Geolog¬ 
ical Survey (USGS) said. 

Another strong quake with 
a magnitude of 5.8 shook the 
same region late yesterday, it 
added. The tremor was felt by 
an AFP team near the town of 
Shwebo, which is north of 


briefed on the case, reported 
Saturday that the probe had 
been triggered by "harassing" 
emails sent by Broadwell to an 
unidentified second woman. 

The recipient of the emails 
was so frightened, The Post re¬ 
ported, that she went to the 
FBI for protection and to help 
track down the sender. 

According to the Post, the 
second woman did not work at 
the CIA and her relationship 
with Petraeus remains unclear. 
However, the e-mails indicated 
that Broadwell perceived her 
as a threat to her relationship 
with the top spymaster, the 
paper said. 

While Obama praised Pe¬ 
traeus as he acknowledged his 
departure, there was no deny¬ 
ing it added to his headache 
over the makeup of his future 
administration, already ex¬ 
pected to lose heavyweights 
such as Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton. 

Obama had no inkling Pe¬ 
traeus was about to leave until 
Thursday morning and refused 
to accept his resignation 
straight away, the New York 
Times reported. 

"He was surprised, and he 
was disappointed," the Times 
quoted one senior administra¬ 


tion official as saying. "You 
don't expect to hear that the 
Thursday after you were re¬ 
elected." 

According to the paper, 
White House officials were 
only informed of the matter 
late Wednesday, a day after the 
election. 

A senior intelligence offi¬ 
cial told the Times that US di¬ 
rector of national intelligence 
James Clapper learned of the 
situation on Tuesday and had 
told Petraeus that "the right 
thing to do" would be to re¬ 
sign. 

His deputy Michael Morell 
will serve as acting CIA direc¬ 
tor, and is expected to fill in for 
Petraeus at an upcoming con¬ 
gressional hearing about the 
CIA's alleged failure to protect 
a US consulate in Libya from 
a deadly September 11 attack 
that left four Americans dead, 
including Ambassador Chris 
Stevens. 

One name being floated as 
a possible Petraeus replace¬ 
ment is John Brennan, the 
White House counter-terrorism 
adviser and a CIA veteran who 
has played an instrumental role 
in Obama's drone war against 
Al-Qaeda militants.

Israel 'prepared to escalate 1 
over Gaza violence 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israel is 
"prepared to escalate" its re¬ 
sponse to Palestinian rocket 
fire, Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu warned yesterday, 
after 24 hours of violence along 
its border with the Gaza Strip. 

"The army is acting and 
will act forcefully against the 
terror organisations in the 
Gaza Strip. They are receiving 
strong blows from the army," 
Netanyahu told a meeting of 
his cabinet. 

"The world must realise 
that Israel won't sit by idly in 
the face of attempts to attack 
us. We are prepared to escalate 
our actions," he said. 

The flare-up erupted on 
Saturday evening when Gaza 
militants fired an anti-tank 
missile at an Israeli jeep along 
the Gaza border, injuring four 
soldiers, one of them severely. 
Three remained in hospital 
yesterday. 

Israel retaliated with air 
strikes, shelling and artillery 
fire that killed six Palestinians 
and wounded 35 by last night. 

Palestinian militants fired at 
least 85 rockets into southern 
Israel, leaving four injured in 
the Israeli border town of 
Sderot. Two rockets were in¬ 
tercepted by Israel's missile de¬ 
fence system Iron Dome. 

The outbreak of violence 
was one of the most serious 


since Israel's devastating 22- 
day operation in the Gaza Strip 
over New Year 2009, and 
raised the spectre of a broad Is¬ 
raeli operation against the 
Palestinian territory. 

"It's a very severe situation, 
rockets are landing on our 
towns and villages, almost on 
a daily basis and of course no 
democratic country can toler¬ 
ate such a thing," said Finance 
Minister Yuval Steinitz, a Ne¬ 
tanyahu confidant. 

"If this will proceed, we 
will consider a much stronger 
and massive retaliation in 
order to protect our citizens." 

US ambassador Dan 
Shapiro, writing on Facebook, 
said American "thoughts are 
with the residents of southern 
Israel, who continue to be 
bombarded with missile at¬ 
tacks from terrorist organiza¬ 
tions in Gaza." 

"The United States supports 
Israel's right to defend itself 
and its citizens from these at¬ 
tacks," he said.

Venice flooded as 200 
evacuated In Tuscany 


VENICE (AFP) - Floodwaters 
drenched most of the tourist 
destination of Venice and led 
to the evacuation of200 people 
in Tuscany, as bad weather hit 
northern Italy at the weekend, 
authorities said yesterday. 

In Venice itself, heavy rains 
and winds from the south trig¬ 
gered "acqua alta" (high water) 
and 70 percent of the city was 
flooded, with sea levels reach¬ 
ing a peak of 1.5 meters (five 
feet) above normal before re¬ 
ceding slightly, they said. 

In Tuscany, around 200 
people were evacuated be¬ 
cause of heavy rains which 
flooded homes and caused 


mudslides, local officials said. 

The most affected region 
was the province of Massa and 
Carrara, which produces the 
famous Carrara marble. 

The authorities have urged 
the local population to avoid 
going into the streets and to 
stay in the the upper floors of 
their homes. 

In Pisa, some streets have 
been without electricity fol¬ 
lowing the floods. In the large 
Tuscan port of Livorno, civil 
defence forces were on alert 
because of the heavy rains. 

In Liguria, the region bor¬ 
dering Tuscany, 30 people had 
to be evacuated. 


the resignation of its chief ex¬ 
ecutive in a sex abuse row. 

Director-general George 
Entwistle quit on Saturday 
night, just 54 days into the job, 
after the flagship BBC pro¬ 
gram Newsnight admitted it 
had wrongly implicated a 
politician in abuse at a Welsh 
children's home. 

His departure leaves the or¬ 
ganisation in chaos as it strug¬ 
gles to restore trust in its 
journalism and battles the 
scandal surrounding Jimmy 
Savile, the late BBC television 
star now alleged to have been 
a prolific child sex offender. 

Chris Patten, the chairman 
of the BBC Trust, said there 
must now be a "thorough, 
structural, radical overhaul" of 
the way the BBC was run, al¬ 
though he said he would not be 
quitting over the row. 

The allegations against 
Savile, who died last year aged 
84, and the botched Newsnight 
report have left the BBC facing 
one of the most serious crises 
of its 90-year history. 


"The wholly exceptional 
events of the past few weeks 
have led me to conclude that 
the BBC should appoint a new 
leader," Entwistle said in a 
statement on Saturday. 

"To have been the director- 
general of the BBC even for a 
short period, and in the most 
challenging of circumstances, 
has been a great honour." 

The announcement came 
the day after Newsnight was 
forced to apologise for 
wrongly implicating a senior 
Conservative party figure in 
abuse at a Welsh children's 
home in the 1970s. 

The director-general admit¬ 
ted he had no knowledge of the 
show before it was aired, in it¬ 
self a source of criticism, but 
said quitting was "the ho¬ 
nourable thing to do" since he 
was ultimately responsible for 
all the BBC's output. 

He has been replaced by 
Tim Davie, a former Pepsi ex¬ 
ecutive who is currently the 
BBC's director of audio and 
music, while the BBC Trust 


finds a more permanent re¬ 
placement. 

A major police investiga¬ 
tion is currently underway into 
claims that Savile abused up to 
300 children over a 40-year pe¬ 
riod, including on BBC pre¬ 
mises. 

The probe has so far re¬ 
sulted in the arrests of former 
glam rocker Gary Glitter and 
comedian Freddie Starr, while 
a third unnamed man in his 70s 
was arrested yesterday and 
subsequently bailed. 

Amid outcry at how Savile 
could have got away with it for 
so long, the BBC has also 
launched its own inquiries into 
the scandal. 

Patten said he was keen to 
see these through, as well as 
the urgent review Entwistle 
had ordered into the News¬ 
night fiasco. 

"My job is to make sure that 
we learn the lessons of those 
inquiries and that we restore 
confidence and trust in the 
BBC," he said.

Denmark to scrap 

world’s first fat tax 

COPENHAGEN (AFP) - 
Denmark said this past 
weekend it would scrap a 
fat tax it introduced a little 
over a year ago in a world 
first, saying the measure 
was costly and failed to 
change Danes' eating habits. 

"The fat tax and the ex¬ 
tension of the chocolate tax 
— the so-called sugar tax — 
has been criticised for in¬ 
creasing prices for con¬ 
sumers, increasing 

companies' administrative 
costs and putting Danish 
jobs at risk," the Danish tax 
ministry said in a statement. 

"At the same time it is 
believed that the fat tax has, 
to a lesser extent, con¬ 
tributed to Danes travelling 
across the border to make 
purchases," it added. 

According to the Danish 
National Health and Medi¬ 
cines Authority, 47 percent 
of Danes are overweight 
and 13 percent are obese. 


The study, which ap¬ 
peared in the Clinical 
Infectious Diseases 
journal, also found that 
most of the juveniles 
who were aware of their 
status said they did not 
tell their partners before 
becoming intimate. 

In addition, a major¬ 
ity of these sexually ac¬ 
tive HIV-positive youth 
reported some sex without 
condom use. 

"Our findings show that 
these young people act very 
much like their HIV-negative 
counterparts across the coun¬ 
try," said Rohan Hazra of the 
Eunice Kennedy Shriver Na¬ 
tional Institute of Child 
Health and Human Develop¬ 
ment. 

"However, because of 
their HIV status, it is ex¬ 
tremely important for health 
care providers, school coun¬ 
selors and family members to 
reinforce the importance of 
practicing safe sex, taking 
medication regularly and dis¬ 


closing HIV status to poten¬ 
tial partners." 

The study consisted of 
330 HIV-positive 10- to 18- 
year-olds who were given 
computer-guided question¬ 
naires. It is being billed as the 
first to comprehensively ex¬ 
amine factors linked to the 
initiation of sexual activity 
among young people born 
with HIV. 

On average, participants 
of the study who had initiated 
sexual activity reported hav¬ 
ing their first sexual experi¬ 
ence at the age of 14. A third 
indicated that they had been 
honest about their HIV status 
with their first partner. 

According to the study, 62 
percent of those who were 
sexually active said they had 
sex at least once without the 
use of a condom. It also 
found that youngsters who 
did not take anti-HIV drugs 
on a regular basis were more 
likely to initiate sex than 
those who did so as pre¬ 
scribed.

Health benefits of

clinical studies, it 
has been shown to 
be of significant 
benefit, especially 
in the prevention 
of heart disease. 

An 8-ounce (236.5 
ml) glass can con¬ 
tain about 40% of 
the US Recommended Daily Allowance (RDA) of vitamin 
C, although many brands available in stores contain little 
or none because it is destroyed during pasteurization. 
The juice may also include vitamins A, E, and folic acid, 
although again this depends on its source. 

Further, pomegranate juice has excellent antioxidant 
properties. It has about three times more antioxidants 
ounce-for-ounce than does red wine or green tea. Many 
people also enjoy its rich taste, making it a welcome bev¬ 
erage. 

Some research has shown that this juice may work as a 
blood thinner, and it may be an excellent agent for pro¬ 
moting blood flow to the heart. It also has been shown 
to reduce plaque in the arteries, and to raise “good” lev¬ 
els of cholesterol while helping lower “bad” cholesterol. 
This preliminary research suggests that the juice may 
be helpful in preventing heart disease, heart attacks and 
stroke. Most medical professionals are quick to point out 
that consuming pomegranate products should be just 
one aspect of a healthy diet and exercise program. 
Alone, it would not cure or completely prevent heart dis¬ 
ease. 

Some research has also evaluated the antioxidant nature 
of pomegranate juice and its usefulness in fighting cer¬ 
tain forms of cancer. The juice has been tentatively 
shown to reduce incidence of breast and skin cancer. It 
has also been tested and shown to slow the growth of 
prostate cancer in mice.

HTC and Apple reach 
global settlement

TAIPEI (AFP) - Taiwan's 
leading smartphone maker 
HTC said Sunday it has 
reached a global settlement 
with technology giant Apple, 
bringing an end to all out¬ 
standing litigation between 
the two companies. 

The deal includes a 10- 
year licensing agreement over 
patents, HTC said in a state¬ 
ment, without providing fur¬ 
ther details. 

"HTC is pleased to have 
resolved its dispute with 
Apple, so HTC can focus on 
innovation instead of litiga¬ 
tion," HTC CEO Peter Chou 
said in the statement. 

Apple CEO Tim Cook 
said: "We are glad to have 
reached a settlement with 
HTC." 

"We will continue to stay 
laser focused on product inno¬ 
vation." 

HTC and Apple were 
locked in more than 20 cases 
in the world including some 
pending the ruling of the In¬ 
ternational Trade Commission 
of the United States, accord¬ 



ing to an HTC official who 
spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

Technology giants have 
taken to routinely pounding 
one another with patent law¬ 
suits. Apple has accused HTC 
and other smartphone makers 
using Google's Android mo¬ 
bile operating system of in¬ 
fringing on Apple-held 
patents. 

"This is definitely a posi¬ 
tive element to HTC, espe¬ 
cially when it is being 
knocked by poor sales," Mars 
Hsu of Grand Cathay Securi¬ 
ties told AFP. 

"Unlike the lawsuits be¬ 
tween Apple and Samsung fo¬ 
cusing on the alleged 
infringement of iPhone out¬ 
look, the suits with HTC are 
more related to alleged tech¬ 
nology infringements," he 
said. 


Fault under Japan 
nuclear plant f may 
be active 1 

TOKYO (AFP) - Japan’s only 
working nuclear power plant 
sits on what may be a seismic 
fault in the earth's cmst, a ge¬ 
ologist has warned, saying it is 
"very silly" to allow it to con¬ 
tinue operating. 

Mitsuhisa Watanabe says the 
earth's plates could move 
under the Oi nuclear plant in 
western Japan, causing a catas¬ 
trophe to rival last year's 
atomic disaster at Fukushima - 
- although some of his col¬ 
leagues on a nuclear advisory 
panel disagree. 

"It is an active fault. The plates 
shifted some 120,000 to 
130,000 years ago for sure," 
Watanabe, of Tokyo's Toyo 
University, told AFP. 

"In research that I have con¬ 
ducted on active faults in 
Japan and overseas, stmctures 
built above them were all dam¬ 
aged" when they moved and 
caused an earthquake, he said. 
Under government guidelines 
atomic installations cannot be 
sited on a fault — the meeting 
place of two or more of the 
plates that make up the earth's 
crust — if it is still classed as 
active, that is, one that is 
known to have moved within 
the last 130,000 years. 

A positive finding would mean 
regulators must order the sus¬ 
pension of operations at the 
plant in Fukui prefecture. 

But other scientists on the 
panel say it is too early to class 
it as an "active" fault that 
might pose a risk to the plant, 
calling for "a scientifically 
calm approach". 


Planet outside our solar system 
may support life: study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
newly-discovered alien 
planet seven times bigger 
than Earth may be able to 
support life, astronomers 
wrote in a study appearing in 
the journal "Astronomy and 
Astrophysics." 

The planet, dubbed HD 
40307g, is one of only a few 
to be discovered in the "hab¬ 
itable zone": a sweet spot, 
neither too close or too far 
from its sun, where liquid 
water could exist. 

The so-called "super- 


Earth" orbits its star — HD 
40307, a dwarf just slightly 
smaller, cooler and less 
bright than our Sun — every 
200 days. 

It is relatively close to the 
solar-system neighborhood, 
just 42 light years away. A 
light year is equivalent to 
about 9,460 billion kilometers. 

"The star HD 40307 is a 
perfectly quiet old dwarf star, 
so there is no reason why 
such a planet could not sus¬ 
tain an Earth-like climate," 
said astronomer Guillem 


Anglada-Escude of the Uni¬ 
versity of Goettingen in Ger¬ 
many. 

The next step is to use 
powerful telescopes to study 
the planet more closely. 

A large number of obser¬ 
vations will be necessary to 
confirm any other similarities 
with Earth, the astronomers 
said. 

The study noted that the 
distance between the planet 
and its star is similar to that 
between the Earth and the 
Sun and that it is likely the 
planet rotates on its axis, 
which would create a day and 
night cycle like ours. 

So far, some 846 planets 
have been found outside our 
solar system since 1995, 
using high-powered equip¬ 
ment, most notably the Ke¬ 
pler telescope, launched in 
March 2009 to search for 
Earth-like planets.

Pressure on multinationals accused of 


avoiding British tax 


LONDON (AFP) - Pressure is 
mounting on multinationals, 
notably Google and Starbucks, 
to justify the amount of tax 
they are paying in Britain amid 
accusations that the levels are 
far too low. 

According to figures cited 
by Conservative MP Charlie 
Elphicke, Google paid only 
£3.4 million ($5.4 million, 4.2 
million euros) in British corpo¬ 
ration tax last year on revenues 
totalling about £2.5 billion, 
while Starbucks did not pay a 
penny on sales worth £400 mil¬ 
lion. 

Starbucks has confirmed 
not paying any corporation 
taxes in Britain for the past 
three years owing to fees paid 
to other areas of its business, 
such as royalty payments for 
the use of its brand. 

This resulted in the com¬ 


pany posting a series of losses 
and not having to pay any cor¬ 
poration tax. 

British finance minister 
George Osborne and his Ger¬ 
man counterpart Wolfgang 
Schaeuble called in a joint 
statement for "concerted inter¬ 
national cooperation to streng¬ 
then international standards for 
corporate tax regimes." 

However, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Osborne also in¬ 
sisted that those strong stan¬ 
dards must not deter large 
international companies from 
making vital investments. 

Google has come under 
closer scrutiny in several Euro¬ 
pean nations where cash- 
strapped governments are 
increasingly wary of being 
shortchanged on tax revenue.

Spain bank halts evictions 
after second suicide 


MADRID(AFP) - A Spanish 
savings bank halted all home- 
owner evictions at the week¬ 
end after a ruined client threw 
herself out of a window to her 
death, unleashing anti-bank 
protests in the streets. 

The decision by Kutxa- 
bank, a lender in the northern 
Basque Country, was unprece¬ 
dented in Spain, where banks 
and homeowners have been fi¬ 


nancially crushed by a 2008 
property crash. 

It was the second suicide 
linked to the eviction of a fi¬ 
nancially distressed home 
owner in 15 days. 

Right-leaning Prime Minis¬ 
ter Mariano Rajoy promised 
on Friday to offer proposals to 
ease the pressure on home- 
owners today in talks with the 
opposition Socialists.

against Google over financial 
transfers between an Google 
holding company in Ireland 
and its French unit. 

Google France told AFP this 
week that it had received no 
such tax claim, and that it com¬ 
plies with tax laws in all the 
countries in which it operates.

"At times of hardship, when 
tens of thousands of British 
companies are paying their 
basic tax, to discover that lead¬ 
ing multinationals are getting 
away with it is not acceptable," 
Cable said. 




German companies brace 
for difficult 2013 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - Europe 
is in recession, but the majority 
of companies in Germany, the 
region’s top economy, are con¬ 
tinuing to defy the crisis, with 
strong and often better-than-ex- 
pected results in the third quar¬ 
ter. 

Nevertheless, the clouds are 
gathering above Germany too, 
and the chill winds from the 
global downturn are set to blow 
even harder here next year, 
causing companies to tighten 
their belts for what promises to 
be a difficult year. 

While their strong overseas 
presence has helped shield Ger¬ 
man companies from the worst 
of the downturn in Europe so 
far, the prospect of an economic 
slowdown in China and an only 
tepid recovery in the United 
States is sending shivers 
through export-orientated Ger¬ 
man industry. 

Last week, industrial giant 
Siemens, one of Germany’s 
biggest companies, unveiled 
plans to slash costs by 6.0 bil¬ 
lion euros ($7.7 billion) over 
the next two years. 


Other companies are also 
trying to reduce overhead. 

At the end of October, auto 
giant Daimler said it would aim 
to slash costs in its car division 
by 2.0 billion euros between 
now and the end of 2014. 

In the banking sector, which 
is feeling the financial freeze 
more than most as low interest 
rates and tougher banking rules 
eat into profits, the winds blow¬ 
ing through the corridors of the 
country’s two biggest lenders, 
Deutsche Bank and Com¬ 
merzbank, are also raw. 

Deutsche Bank is planning 
to cut costs by an annual 4.5 
billion euros by 2015 and 1,900 
jobs in the investment banking 
division are already facing the 
chop. 

Media reports say Com¬ 
merzbank, too, which is plan¬ 
ning to focus on its core retail 
banking business, could be 
readying to axe around 10 per¬ 
cent of its workforce. 

BASF, the world’s biggest 
chemicals maker, is looking to 
save 1.0 billion euros by the 
end of 2015.

SINGAPORE (AFP) - Italian 
teenager Matteo Manassero 
holed a 12-foot eagle putt on 
the third play-off hole to 
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claim a dramatic victory 
over South Africa's Louis 
Oosthuizen at the Bar¬ 
clays Singapore Open on 
Sunday. 

In his first ever play¬ 
off, Manassero showed 
steel beyond his 19 years 
as he matched the 2010 
British Open winner with 
birdie and par on the first 
two extra holes and then 
nervelessly downed the 
winner at a packed Sen- 
tosa Golf Club. 

In denying Oosthuizen, 
Manassero also clinched this 
season's European money 
title for world number one 
Rory Mcllroy, making him 
only the second man to win 
the merit race on both sides 
of the Atlantic in the same 
year. 

It settled a marathon final 
day for the $6 million tourna¬ 
ment after storm delays ear¬ 
lier in the week meant 
Manassero had to play 36 
holes in Singapore's tropical 
heat on Sunday. 

"It's been an extremely 
long day," said Manassero 
after the $1 million win, the 
biggest of his career follow¬ 
ing the 2010 Castello Masters 
and last year's Malaysian 
Open. 

"The adrenaline kept me 
going and the key I think was 
starting really well this morn¬ 
ing... and the play-off was a 
great honour. It's the first 
play-off of my career, it's 
been amazing." 

Manassero, who in 2010 
became the youngest man to 
make the cut at the Masters 
and was crowned the Euro¬ 
pean Tour's youngest ever 
winner, is now also the 
youngest champion in the 
Singapore Open's 51 -year 
history.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
Los Angeles Lakers are ap¬ 
parently seeking to make 
their fans’ fondest wishes 
come true and talking to Hall 
of Fame coach Phil Jackson 
about their vacant coaching 
job. 

An article posted on the 
NBA team's website was one 
of many reports Saturday 
saying Lakers general man¬ 
ager Mitch Kupchak and ex¬ 
ecutive vice president Jim 
Buss had met with Jackson 
and had agreed to talk again 
in coming days. 

The underachieving Lak¬ 
ers sacked coach Mike 
Brown on Friday, with assis¬ 
tant coach Bemie Bickerstaff 
stepping in as interim coach. 

The team's 101-77 victory 
over the Golden State War¬ 
riors on Friday night was still 
in the third quarter when fans 
launched into "We Want 
Phil" chants. 


"Who is Phil?" quipped 
Bickerstaff of the former 
Lakers coach who guided 
Chicago to six NBA titles and 
the Lakers to five NBA 
crowns before retiring in 
2011 . 

Kupchak had indicated 
Friday that the Lakers' search 
for a coach would include 
checking in with Jackson. 

"When there's a coach like 
Phil Jackson, one of the all- 
time greats, and he's not 
coaching, we would be neg¬ 
ligent not to know he's out 
there," Kupchak said. 

By Saturday, Jackson was 
reported to be the front-run¬ 
ner for the job of melding 
Lakers stalwart Kobe Bryant 
and high profile new arrivals 
Steve Nash and Dwight 
Howard into a championship 
team. 

"It's Phil's job to turn 
down," an unnamed source 
told ESPNLosAngeles.com. 

The Los Angeles Times 
also reported that the job is 
Jackson's if he wants it. 

However, the newspaper 
said that until Jackson ren¬ 
ders a decision on whether to 
un-retire and the two sides 
make a deal the team will 
continue the search process. 
Former NBA coaches Mike 
D'Antoni, Nate McMillan 
and Mike Dunleavy are 
among the potential candi¬ 


dates, the Times reported. 

Jackson, a Hall-of-Famer 
since 2007, retired in May of 
2011 after the Dallas Maver¬ 
icks swept Los Angeles from 
the playoffs to end a Lakers 
season that Jackson had said 
would be his last. 

He departed with a record 
11 titles as a coach and only 
10 post-season series defeats. 

He won six champi¬ 
onships with Michael Jordan 
and the Chicago Bulls, three 
with Bryant and Shaquille 
O'Neal leading the Lakers, 
and two with a Lakers team 
led by Bryant. 

He had held on for the 
2010-11 season to chase a 
three-peat, although he'd in¬ 
dicated he was disenchanted 
with the grind of the NBA 
season.
